The stigma left behind rendered business almost impossible after the Japanese 
defeat. As an historical aside, the Yokohama Specie Bank operated a branch in Honolulu, Hawaii beginning 1892, until the Alien Custodian Agency 
closed it down after the bombing of Pearl Harbor in 1941. Customers’ accounts were frozen. All were finally paid out after a Department of Justice autho- 
rization in 1949. The history of this famed bank endears it to collectors today. This banknote is of the utmost rarity and is certainly missing from even 
the most complete collections of the subject.
